The report showed • an es- 


timated 56,090 forcible rapes. 
That would mean 91 out of every 
100,000 women and girls in the 
country were raped last year or 
suffered an attempted rape or 
assault with intent to rape. 


But rape'is considered the 


least reported of all crimes, 
with some authorities speculat- 
ing that three of every four vic- 
tims do not report the attack. 


Twenty-six per cent of the of- 


fenses tabulated under the for- 
cible-rape category were at- 
tempted rapes or assaults with 
intent to rape.

Jimmy Carter carried his

Dozens of 
delegates shook their fists 
angrily, but no legionnaire was 
seen leaving his seat. 


At the same time, a counter- 


demonstration in support of his 
position broke out 
in 
the 


galleries above the convention 
floor. The demonstrators were 
mostly young and did not wear 
Legion uniforms. 


As he has done many times 


before. Carter made a distinc- 
tion between pardon and am- 
nesty, which he said he opposed. 


"Amnesty means what you 


did is right," he said. "A par- 
don means what you did — right 
or wrong — is forgiven. So par- 
don — yes, amnesty — no." 


But Carter was applauded 


when he added that military 
deserters "should be handled on 
an individual basis in accor- 
dance with our nation's system 
of military justice." • 


Hearing the earlier boos, 


Carter, who was wearing a 
Legion cap, closed his eyes for 
several seconds and then gave a 
light, fixed smile as he said, "I 
realized before I made my sta- 
tement that everyone would not 
agree." 


But he added he felt that the 


divisions and hatred generated 
by the Vietnam war would not 
end until the problem of draft 
evaders and deserters have 
been resohed.

DES MOINES, Iowa ( AP) - 
Jimmy Carter carried 
his 
Presidential 
campaign 
into 
America’s heartland today as he 
moved into Des Moines to speak 
at the Iowa State Fair. 


He received a warm welcome 
from representatives of two 
dozen national farm organiza­ 
tions when he spoke to them 
Tuesday night. It was a sharp 
contrast to the vociferous boos 
which greeted him earlier in the 
day at the American Legion na­ 
tional convention in Seattle 
when he advocated a blanket 
pardon for the Vietnam war 
draft evaders 
Loud cries of “No” drowned 
out Carter as he tried to go on 
with his speech. Dozens of 
delegates sh(»ok their 
fists 
angrily, but no legionnaire was 
seen leaving his seat 
At the same time, a counter­ 
demonstration in support of his 
position 
broke out 
in 
the* 
galleries above the* convention 
floor. The demonstrators were 
mostly young and did not wear 
Legion uniforms. 


As he has done many times 
before. Carter made a distinc­ 
tion betwe*e*n pardon and am­ 
nesty, which he* said he* opposed. 
“Amnesty means what you 


did is right,” he said. “ A par­ 
don means what you did — right 
or wrong — is forgiven. So par­ 
don — yes, amnesty — no.” 


But Carter was applauded 
when he adde*d that military 
de*se*rters “should be* handle*d on 
an individual basis in accor­ 
dance* with our nation’s system 
of military justice*. ” 


Hearing the* earlier boos, 
Carter, who was wearing a 
Legion rap, closed his eyes for 
sevt*ral seconds and then gave a 
tight, fixed smile as he* said, “ I 
realized before I made my sta- 
n*ment that everyone would not 
agree.” 


But he added he felt that the* 
divisions and hatred generated 
by the* Vie*tnam war would not 
ewi until the problem of draft 
evaders and dese*rters have 
be*en resolved.

It suffers from the Washington 


disease of creating another agency to 
take up the slack caused by an existing 
bureaucracy. 


If it is to perform as an effective 


screen, it would have to deliver what 
could be undue arbitrary judgments. 


A better- approach would be ' to 


reduce the jurisdiction of the district 
courts which are processing a large 
volume of litigation which more 
properly lies with the state courts. 


Another move could be taken by the 


Supreme Court itself. This would be 
removing some of the intricacies in the 
judicial process itself, the red tape 
which foments so many appeals. 


These two simple moves would do 


much to alleviate the sting in the ack- 
nowledged truism that justice delayed 
is justice denied.

They're Masters Of 
Synthetic Enthusiasm 


Officially the 1976 presidential elec- 


tion campaign is in full swing, if in 
fact it has not been for many months. 
There are times when .i( seems the 
presidential sweepstakes has become 
a permanent fixture stretching into 
years rather than just a few months 
before November. 


As the hoopla continues to build — 


and this year's appears to be a par- 
ticularly lively contest with numerous 
surprises — it will be interesting to 
note the perfection of professional 
'spontaneity which accompanies the 
candidates wherever they go. 
.. Professional 
spontaneity 
is 
a 


peculiarly political invention. It is a 
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gimmick designed to give the impres- 
sion, over and over, that a candidate 
has the magnetic charm, personality 
and vote-getting appeal to enthrall 
audiences everywhere. 


It isn't limited to nominating con- 


ventions, although some of the antics 
invented for those occasions ought to • 
put the political choreographers in the 
running for an Oscar or Emmy. 


Eyerytime a candidate makes an 


appearance, whether at an airport, in 
a hotel lobby, in a motorcade or at a 
fund-raising dinner, the spontaneous 
crowds w'hich seem to appear from 
nowhere and whoop it up for The Man 
are largely the work of the advance 
man. 


Advance men arc the engineers of a 


successful political affair and they 
have become the indispensable — if 
invisible — men of a campaign. Some 
candidates employ scores of 'these in- 
novative aides. 


They are the ones who travel several 


days or weeks ahead of a candidate's 
schedule making arrangements with 
local political figures, renting halls 
and 
professional 
demonstrators, 


outlining the routes and then seeing 
lhat 
they 
are 
well 
lined 
with 


enthusiastic spectators. 


When the candidate makes his ap- 


pearance, il is the advance man who 
fills him in on local situations, 
provides the names of local celebrities 
the candidate should not overlook and 
otherwise stages the affair — no mat- 
ter how minor — in the most profes- 
sional manner possible. 


Upon the competence of advance 


men, or lack of it, might well depend 
the success of an election campaign. 
They seldom are seen or heard by the 
public, but without them the candidate 
probably wouldn't be either.

of current restrictions as being 
costly to consumers. A spokes- 
man for the Soap and Detergent 
Association 
said 
banning 


phosphates from laundry deter- 
gents will "mean a different 
kind of cleaning and perhaps 
problems with appliances." 


Current rules set in 1971 by 


the Natural Resources Com- 
mission (NRC) ban the sale in 
Michigan of any detergent con- 
taining more than 8.7 per cent 
phosphates'. New rules also 
would have to be set by the 
NRC, 
though 
the 
water 


resources panel will make a 
recommendation based on its 
hearing Friday. 


William Turney,.chief of the 


Department 
of 
Natural 


Resources' 
Water 
Quality 


Division, 
said 
scientific 


evidence supports a further 
reduction in phosphate levels in 
detergents as a way to continue 
improving lake quality. 


Since the 1971 rules were set, 


Turney said, "We have seen 
some dramatic Improvements 
in the lakes and streams, par- 
ticularly Lake Erie.... The more 
phosphates you can remove, the 
better we think the water will 
be." 


In the past several years. 


parts of Lake Erie that were 
devoid of oxygen because of 
heavy algae growth sparked by 
phosphate nutrients decreased 
from 65 per cent of the lake area 
to :15 per cent, Turney said. 


A main motive in proposing 


the tougher rules was the failure 
of 
the 
city 
of 
Detroit's 


wastewaler treatment system to 
meet state pollution rules, he 
acknowledged. 


Tim Detroit system removes 


only 50 per cent of phosphorus 
from sewage, though state rules 
require it to remove 80 per cent. 
Equipping the system to meet 
tile phosphate standards would 
take several years and several 
million dollars, Turney said. 


Sewage from Detroit and 78 


suburbs is treated in the Detroit 
plant and dumped into the De- 
troit River, which flows into 
Lake Erie.

Oscar Hurst is a dairyman 


who works 30 head of cattle on a 
scrubby stretch of bottom land 
here in the hills of northeastern 
Kentucky. Ordinarily his bovine 
problems are a matter of 
interest only to him and his 
veterinarian, but not this time. 
Hurst's farm Is located down 
vauey from the world's largest 
private 
nuclear 
materials 


dump, a dump that has been 
known to leak radiation, and 
Hurst (ears his cows may be the 
victims of alpha ray poisoning. 


"I don't know it for a fact." 


Hurst says, while walking 
among his unhealthy animals. 
"I don't even know if it's possi- 
ble. All I know is my cows are 
dropping dead on me. Now you 
look at that oM girl over there. 
See that white hair? It's an inch 
longer than the black. Nobody 
knows wily. Xobody I know has. 
ever seen anything like it. That 
old girl's in bad shape; a month 
or two more, maybe." 


Hurst is not the only one in 


Ringos Mill with the nuclear 
jitters -these day's. Growing 
numbers of residents .are wan- 
dering if their cattle,* or their 
soil, or their sons and daughters 
are being contaminated by the 
omnipresent nuclear dump. 
Dump officers say no, and U.S. 
authorities agree, but people 
here are worried just the same. 


The dump itself Is not newly 


alarming. It was created on 
about 30 acres of farmland In 
the early 1960s, ostensibly as a 
final resting place for low- 
radiatton waste (hospital equip- 
ment 
and other 
relatively 


harmless garbage). Then a few 
years ago the Environmental 


Protection Agency determined 
that the buried radiation may be 
"nugraUng," that to leaching 
Mo surrounding soil and water. 


The EPA suggestion enligh- 


tened and sobered the locals. 
For instance they learned for 
the first time thai the burials 
consisted not merely of low 
yield radiation, but perhaps 
poisons as wen. plutonium. for 
instance An invisible speck of 
Plutonium can cause cancer, a 
pound of it in the air might kill 
nine billion people. Citizens 
here began to wonder if one day 
they might all wake up dead. 


Staunch opposition to the 


dump (owned by nuclear En- 
gineering Co.) has existed since 
the EPA report, no) only locally 
but in the Kentucky' legislature. 
Recently the lawmakers insti- 
tuted a tough n cent tax on 
every pound of nuclear waste 
brought into U» state, a law es- 
sentially calculated to dis- 
courage continuance at the 
dumping at Ringos Mill 


That law may be working. 


Local wisdom is that dump 
owners can't afford the tariff 
and will soon haw lo dose! 


But even an end to the dump- 


ing would not eliminate the 
worries and suspicion here. 
Plutonium has a half life of 
55,«W years, which means that 
it it is leaking it will continue to 
leak for hundreds of thousands 
of generations. So it is that 
Hurst and others may hot in 
their lifetimes be entirely out of 
harm's way. 


Understand, there is no 


evidence that the locals are in 
danger. Nuclear officers have 
sampled the soil, the grass, the 
streams, even the milk from 
Hurst's cows, apparently with 
no alarm. Yet apprehension 
grows: Cancer? Birth deforma- 
ties? 
Slow 
deaths? 
"The 


government keeps telling us not 
to worry." says Hurst's neigh- 
bor John P. Hay, "but we 
worry. What we worry about is 
the unknown.";

Oscar Hurst is a dairyman 
who works 30 head of cattle on a 
scrubby stretch of bottom land 
here in the hills of northeastern 
Kentucky. Ordinarily his bovine 
problems are a m atter of 
interest only to him and his 
veterinarian, but not this lime. 
Hurst's farm is located down 
valley from the world’s largest 
private 
nuclear 
m aterials 
dump, a dump that has been 
known to leak radiation, and 
Hurst fears his cows may be the 
victims of alpha ray poisoning. 
“ I don’t know it for a fact." 
Hurst 
says, 
while 
walking 
among his unhealthy animals. 
“ 1 don’t even know if it’s possi­ 
ble. .Ml I know is my «>''§ are 
dropping dead on me. Now you 
look at that old girl over there. 
See that white hair? It’s an inch 
longer than the black.

Arboretum 
has 
recovered a century-old bonsai 
tree that was stolen by a young 
plant lover who “thought it was 
worth about $20,” an official 
says.

Md., man who stole it on an 
impulse with two 17-year-old 
friends.

The 30-inch-high tree is part 
of Japan's $4-million gift of 53 
bonsai trees to the United 
States in honor of the Bicen­ 
tennial. 


The New Carrollton man re­ 
turned it after his girl friend 
convinced him of its real value, 
Ackerman said. “For an ama­ 
teur, he took good care of it. He 
even watered it,” he addl'd.

Miss Woodard testified she 
originally told police she and 
Neal were together the night of 
Feb. 7 at his karate school 
“because he asked me to.”

“ 1 didn’t set1 him at all that 
evening at the school,” she said, 
and noted that when Neal came 
to her townhouse later that 
night he said he had been “ rid­ 
ing around getting high." Miss 
Zack questioned why Neal had 
told Miss Woodard to make up 
the alibi, and Miss Woodard 
said Neal told her “ if anything 
serious happened to the girl his 
riding around just wouldn't 
stick. 


’ I began wondering why he 
asked me to tell a story if he was

around.”

Woodard said, and testified she 
was afraid to tell police the 
truth because she was afraid of 
Neal. “ He had changed, he

That lan­ 
guage, serappt'd in later edi­ 
tions, was simply quoted 
from an old English law that 
“a few pantvwaists felt was 
going a little too strong,” 
Beach said Nowadays, few 
posse members talk openly 
about hangings, and they 
remain vague about just 
what kind of situations will 
prompt them to help out their 
local sheriffs. 


Rev. Phillip Potter, the

mercial and industrial" opera- 
tions, such as guard services,

processing. 


Hugh E. Wilt, an official of 


the White House Office of 


Management and Budget, said 
those operations now involve a 
government 
investment 
ill 


facilities and equipment of §12 
billion and annual operating 
costs of S7 billion. 


The new rules require that 


agencies add 24.7 per cent for 
retirement benefits to payroll 
figures in computing the cost of 
services performed by govern- 
ment workers. Previously, they 
needed to add only 7 per cent of 
tile payroll total for retirement, 
a figure tiiat Witt called "way 
out of date." 


Federal regulations require 


agencies to buy goods and ser-

Ford Plan Would Put Private 
Toe In Uncle Sam’s Door 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Ford administration is propos­ 
ing new rules that officials said 
could result in federal agencies 
purchasing from private Con­ 
tractors hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of services now 
performed 
by 
government 
employes. 


Affected by the proposal, 
published Monday in the federal 
register, are some in.(Mill "com­ 
mercial and industrial” opera­ 
tions. such as guard serv ices, 
maintenance 
of government 
buildings 
and 
grounds, 
cafeteria operations and film 
processing. 


Hugh K. Witt, an official of 
the White House Office of 


Management and Budget, said 
those operations now involve a 
government 
investment 
in 
facilities and equipment of $12 
billion and annual operating 
costs of $7 billion. 


The new rules require t4iat 
agencies add 24.7 |>er cent for 
retirement benefits to payroll 
figures in computing the cost of 
services performed by govern­ 
ment workers. Previously, they 
needed to add only 7 per cent of 
the payroll total for retirement, 
a figure that Witt called "way 
out of date." 


Federal regulations require 
agencies to buy goods and ser­ 
vices from private contractors 
unless the agencies can show it 


is in the "national interest" for 
government 
employes 
to 
prov ide them. 


Of the 10.000 service opera­ 
tions. at least 1,0(1(1 now are 
justified solely on the basis that 
they are provided more cheaply 
by federal workers than by 
private contractors, Witt sai4. 


The contractors often lose out 
on a cost basis because the 
agencies sharply underestimate 
their retirement costs, he said. 


No estimate was available on 
how 
many 
federal 
workers 
could lose their jobs because of 
a takeover by private firms, but 
Witt said companies that win 
service contracts often rehire 
the displaced employes.

Survey Research Center, said 
the survey results lead him to

the rest of this year.” 


He reported in a recent article 
that families making more than 
$15,000 a year said they were 
more confident because of ris­ 
ing incomes and a better short­ 
term outlook for business con­ 
ditions. 


He said the lower-income 
families’ 
attitudes reflected 
their being harder-hit by high

and 
unemployment

“ At present, the severity of 
the recent recession means that 
it is taking an unusually long 
time for attitudes to recover 
among lower-income poeple,

upper-income respondents, the 
recession is over and pretty 
much forgotten.”

DETROIT (AP) - General 


Motors Corp. announced today 
manufacturer's suggested retail 
prices for base 1)77 GM car 
models will Increase an average 
of $389 over the comparable 1976 
models.

Murphy said dealers' introduc- 
tory wholesale prices will rise 
an average of $21», the same 
amount as a year ago. 


He said the base-car increases

The percentage includes the 
new filll-Bize and luxury models 
GM will introduce next month, 
he said. Option prices will 
increase an average of 6.2 per 
cent, Murphy said. 


Murphy said the suggested 


retail price increases will range 
from $23 on too OWsmoMIe 
Starflre to $7M on the Cadillac 
Seville. 


"We are confident that the 


American car-buyer will rectg- 
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nlze this GM price increase as 
moderate iii the-light of the 
value which these new 1977 
models presenl," Murphy said 
in a statement. 


"Although GM's car prices 


have not changed since our 1976 
model prices were announced In 
August 1975, the costs of both 
materials and labor have risen 
substantially and we have been 
notified of further increases

PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) — Arrest warrants have been issued for 


three Oakland County women who allegedly collected nearly 
$20,000 in welfare payments while working for the state. It is the 
second such welfare fraud case uncovered this month. Last week 
two legislative employes were arrested in Lansing on similar 
charges. Oakland County Prosecutor L. Brooks Patterson said the 
women's names turned up during a recent statewide computer 
check that compared Social Security numbers of stale employes 
with those of persons receiving welfare money. Named in the 
warrants Tuesday were Lillian Allen. 40 of Ferndalc; Barbara 
Maddox, 31. of Pontia<-; and Carolyn Joy Gordon, 31, also of Pon- 
tlae. 


Patterson said Allen was employed as a nurse at the Plymouth 


Center for Human Development in Northville between 1973 and 
1976 at the same time she allegedly received some $10,001) in wel- 
fare payments. Gordon, u nurse at Ihe Oakland Medical Cenler. is 
alleged to have received $3,4511 in welfare payments between 1975 
and 1976. 


Maddox, a former Michigan Employment Security Commission 


emplojx-. is alleged to have received more than $5,500 in welfare 
money between 1974 and IV7S while'working for the state and. after 
she was laid off, while receiving unemployment benefits. The 
women arc scheduled for arraignment on charges of welfare fraud 
later this week. The felony charge carries a four-year sentence, 
Patterson said.

DETROIT (AP) — Sales of 


new U.S. automobiles during 
the middle ten days of August 
failed to top year-ago levels for 
Ihe first time in 32 ten-day 
reporting periods, although they 
virtually were unchanged from 
Ihe same period a year ago.

Baiers testified that he moved a 
truck near Muggins' mobile 
liome (but did not block it) to 
make it more difficult for his 
employe to leave. Baiers said 
that Iluggins owed him an $8(1 
electricity bill. And he admitted 
that he cut the electrical cord, 
Vhich belonged lo Iluggins. 


Ally. Richard Fcfeniian. who 


represented Huggins, said that 
the jury's award covered the 
cost of the electrical cable, the 
value of spoiled food and com- 
pensation for constructive evic- 
tion (interfering with tlie use of 
the mobile home.) 


Ally. F. Ronuld Postclli. who 


represented Baiers, added Dial 
the jur}' ahu found no cause for 


action on a counter-claim filed 
against Muggins by Baiers. 


Baiers wanted an award of 


3100 for damage done by Hug- 
gins to a building near the 
trailer site. Baiers testified. 
Postellj said his client may ap- 
peal that finding by the jury, 
because Huggins himself tes- 
tified that he'd damaged the

31, also of Pon­ 
tiac. 


Patterson said Allen was employed as a nurse at the Plymouth 
Center for Human Development in Northville between 1973 and 
1976 at the same time she allegedly received some $10.000 in wel­ 
fare payments. Gordon, a nurse at the Oakland Medical Center, is 
alleged to have received $3.350 in welfare payments between 1975 
and 1976. 


Maddox, a former Michigan Employ ment Security Commission 
employe, is alleged to have received more than $5.500 in welfare 
money between 1974 and 1976 while working for the state and, after 
she was laid off, while receiving unemployment benefits. The 
women are scheduled for arraignment on charges of welfare fraud 
later this week. The felony charge carries a four-year sentence, 
Patterson said.

Atty. Kichard Feferman. who 
represented Huggins, said that 
the jury’s award covered the 
cost of the electrical cable, the 
value of spoiled food and com­ 
pensation for constructive evic­ 
tion (interfering with the use of 
the mobile home.) 


Atty. F. Ronuld Postelli. who 
represented Balers, addl'd that 
the jury also found no cause for 


action on a counter-claim filed 
against Huggins by Baiers. 


Baiers wanted an award of 
$100 for damage done by llug- 
gins to a building near the 
trailer site.
